Church has prepared this film for use 
by groups wanting to discuss the 
problem posed for Christians by slot 
machines. The story of the film is as 
follows: 

Pam and Biff park at the Dine- 
Dance Club on the edge of town. 
Pam has heard about such places 
and has asked Biff to bring her to 
see one. She is fascinated with the 
people. All are intent on putting 


coins into slot machines. Biff gets 
change, and Pam enjoys “pulling the 
slots” herself for a while. 

‘Biff and Pam return to the club 
several times. Eventually Pam begins 
to come alone, without Biff’s knowl- 
edge, for gambling has become a 
major fascination for her, and she 
is aware that Biff would disapprove. 
She begins to borrow small amounts 
and to lie about her trips to the club. 
One time she sees a woman enter 
and beat her husband for neglecting 





his family, and he leaves with their 
small son. 

Pam’s gambling alienates Biff and 
causes distress at home. In the clos- 
ing scene Biff pleads with her to 
leave the club, but she refuses. As 
Biff drives away, Pam stands alone 
under the club sign, which reads, 
“Where Fortune Smiles.” 


Christianity and Communism 


An eight-session unit entitled 
Christianity and Communism, writ- 
ten by William E. Hordern a profes- 
sor at Garrett Theological Seminary, 
is available now as an elective study 
for adults. Hordern delineates the 
theory of communism, compares and 
contrasts it with Christianity, and 
suggests a strategy for Christians 
who seek to contend with commu- 
nism in the modern world. The unit 
is printed as a 48-page booklet and 
costs 60 cents a copy. 

Leonard T. Wolcott, professor of 
missions, Scarritt College, has writ- 
ten the leader’s guide for Chris- 
tianity and Communism. It outlines 
the significant points in each session, 
indicates some additional resources, 
lifts up questions for discussion, and 
suggests some procedures for groups 
using the material. This 12-page 
booklet costs 25 cents a copy.
